The emergency ordinano 

establishes a maximum $50i 
fine and six months in jai 
for1 anyone convicted of be 
ing on the streets, alleys 
ways, sidewalks or othe 
publicly used areas of th 
tract between 7 p.m. Satur 

and 7 a.m. Sundays, anr 
etween 7 p.m. Sundays anr 

7 a.m. Mondays. Resident 
of the tract, their guests 
public officers, and accred 
ited members of news medi 
arc exempt.

Parking Prohibited 
The ordinance iurthe 

prohibits parking of any ve 
hide on the street between 
6 p.m. and 6 a.m. on the 

Weekends, and permits tow 
away of illegally parked 
cars.

Action by the counci 
came at requests of South 
wood residents for protec 
tion of their property and 
privacy rights after a stormj 
fc( ion that included argu 
mcnts over a. proposed hu 
man rights council and a

«ggcstion lhat councilmen 
sue a "declaration of wel 

come" to all races and 
creeds.

The emergency ordinance 
 aid the council had deter 
mined that the conduct o 
persons during the nighl 
time in the area had been 
such as to endanger the 
health, welfare and safety 

f the citizens of Torrance 
those living in and near 

the tract. The council also 
said:

A continuing threat exists 
ef riotous conduct.

Threats Reported
Numerous threats of as­ 

sault and battery by non­ 
residents and demonstrators 
have occurred.

Altercalions belween dem- 
^hslralors and resident 
have been threatened.

Numerous instances o1 
trespassing on private prop­ 
erty have been reported by 
residents of the tract.

Loud noises, singing and 
disorderly conduct by the 
demonstrators and curious 
onlookers has seriously dis­ 
turbed the peace and quiet 

mf the neighborhood.
Incidents of lewd and in­ 

decent exposure have been 
reported to the city.

Over the weekend, CORE 
(Congress of Racial Equal­ 
ity) pickets continued their 
demonstrations accusing de­ 
veloper Don Wilson of not 
tiling to Negroes, and be­ 
gan their all-night sit-in im- 
jmprliately upon arrival Sat- 

.^r-rlay afternoon. A mixed 
group of about 28 whites 
and Negroes crowded into 
the sales office, equipped 

 with food, cigarets, blankets, 
thermoses, books, and sack­ 
ed in for the night. They 
«ang, played guitars, and lay 
closely packed together. 

Violence Prophesied 
A spokesman for the 

^roup, Woodrow Coleman, a 
Negro, told The Press his 
group wanted Wilson to 
stop discriminating, but ad­ 
mitted that despite Wilson's 
statement that he would Hell 
to Negroes, the group did 
not plan to test the state- 
men.

Coleman also Haid his 
group had probably reached

«e peak of its efforts to at- 
act attention in Torrance I 

and foresaw a decline ini 
interest. "Violence might'

well be the next step," he 
prophesied, adding quickly 
that such violence would not 
"come from CORE." Police 
Lt. Douglas C. Cook, devel­ 
oper Wilson and the editor 
of The Press heard Coleman 
say thai he anlicipaled vio­ 
lence as a necessary adjunct 
to CORE'S aclivities in Tor­ 
rance.

On Sunday, an attempt 
by an unidentified car and| 
driver to run down a picket 
was reported to police, and 
one homeowner was accused 
by a Caltech student who 
was taking pictures for 
CORE of knocking him 
down.

Forty sit-ins arrested on 
two earlier weekends were 
due In court this Friday in 
Torrance on trespassing and 
disturbing the peace charg­ 
es. Wilson has sought to dis­ 
miss the charges, but thr 
city hag indicated it plan 
to prosecute. The American 
Civil Liberties Union is de 
fending the sit-ins.

At last night's counci 
meeting, Mrs. Helen Wilson 
a Torrance resident, askec 
council to establish a human 
rights council or commis 
sion. She said integration 
was inevitable and morally 
right, and she felt Torrance 
should take the initiative. 

'Christian Thing to Do*
Roger Mills of Torrance 

spoke up for a private citi­ 
zens' committee apart from 
official city government. He 
said 'that he was otherwise 
in accord with Mrs. Wilson 
"It's the only American 
thing and the only Christian 
thing to do," he said, refer­ 
ring to housing integration

Forest G. Beyrer, realtor 
in Gardena, and secretary 
for the Torrance - Lomita 
Board of Realtors for four 
years until this past March 
charged that "Negroes are 
systematically kept out of 
the whole South Bay Dis­ 
trict." Beyrer added "t know 
the atlilude of realtors here 
Business leaders want the 
Negroes kept out of the area 
We know qualified Negro 
buyers have got the brush- 
off and have been unable to 
buy in general."

Asked if he had ever sold 
to a Negro, Beyrer replied 
"I never did. I was never 
approached by a Negro." 
Loud laughter from the 
oacked chamber room grect- 
;d his remark.

'Have to Accept This*
Councilman George Vico 

asked "What do you expect 
us to do? We have a prob- 
em here   it's all over the 
r In ited States. I guess ac- 
;ually we'll have to accept 
this some day!"

Mrs. Celia L a w 1 e r. a 
touthwood tract resident, 
read a lef.fer signed by more 
han 350 Southwooders, 
hanking the council for its 

cooperation and praising the 
police department for con- 
rolling the June 20 demon­ 

stration and preventing vio- 
cnce.

"Without ... the help of 
he Torrance police depart­ 

ment there might have been 
mcertainty, confusion and 
ear among the Southwood
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homeowners," the letter 
aid.

It added "Thousands of 
lUtsiders poured into our 
luiet residential neighbor- 
iood that Saturday: curious 
nJookers, deliberate trouble­ 

makers, religious and racial 
anatics, and the demonstra- 
ors themselves. The ele­ 

ments were all present for 
what could have ended in 

riot, that might, have scar­ 
ed our neighborhood and

2 Torrance Policemen Jailed in Holdup
Two Torrance police offi­ 

cers were arraigned this 
morning in Inglewood on 
charges of robhing two wom­ 
en at gunpoint of $1,700.

The officers, Roger L. Ja- 
cohson, 25, and Robert W. 
Keith, 26, both reportedly 
had admitted to Los Angeles 
police they took part in the 
holdup of two women who 
had approached a night de­ 
posit drop of the Security 
First National Bank at 83rd 
Street and Vermont, Los An­ 
geles, Saturday with week­ 
end dress shop receipts of 
$1,705.60.

Jacobson told police he 
was hard pressed for money 
because of losses gambling 
on horse races and at poker. 
Jacobson, on the force since 
November, 1061, was for­ 
merly a deputy sheriff. Ho 
is married and has two chil­ 
dren, and lives at 3610 Em­ 
erald St.

Recently Divorced
Keith, on the force since 

September, 11)59. was recent­ 
ly divorced and remarried 
in Ti.juana and may have 
had financial problems in 
connection with his marital 
situation, according to Cpl 
John Maestri of Torrance 
police.

Maestri said he was shock­ 
ed at disclosure of the 
charges against .lacobson 
and Keith, and added that 
these wore the first 1 wo 
Torrance officers ever ac­ 
cused of any crimr.

Chief Percy Hennrlt sus­ 
pended both officers pend- 
ng outcome of the charges. 

l)ut indicated that even if 
the two were acquitted it 
was unlikely they would 
sver be restored to duty.

Jacobson, whose salary 
was $637 a month, received 
an official department com­ 
mendation in February for 
saving a four-year-old girl's 
ife by moufh-to-moufh re­ 

suscitation after a play­

ground accident.
Both Have Children

Keith, of 2170 Sepulveda 
Blvd., denied his role in the 
holdup repeatedly until 
Monday night, when, accord­ 
ing to police, he finally ad­ 
mitted his part. He denied 
being a gambler, but did not 
add to his statement. Both 
officers are charged with 
grand theft, person. Both

have children, and both 
served in the Navy.

The two officers, clad in 
civilian clothes, and armed, 
are accused of grabbing the 
money bag from Mrs. Nancy 
Sananicgo, 30, and Eileen 
Thibodeau, 17, Lerner Dress 
Shop employes, as they 
wore about to deposit it. 
The holdup man sped off,

A decision on location of 
the state college for this 
area may be made Friday 
afternoon by the state col­ 
lege board of trustees at 
their meeting at Los An- 
gclcs State College.

The board's site selection 
committee is scheduled to 
hear reports on a soil con­ 
ditions survey and a traffic 
study in connection with the 
four conditions outlined as 
necessary to adoption of the 
Palos Verdes Peninsula site 
recommended by the com­ 
mittee.

Controversy Seen
The four conditions in­ 

clude available land for 
available money, suitable 
soil conditions, satisfactory 
community relations, and 
assurance of necessary serv­ 
ices and access, including 
zoning, roads, police and fire 
protection.

A controversy which 
erupted at the Kill board's 
last meeting in San Diego 
may be heightened by the 
reports. Several trustees ex­ 
pressed dissatisfaction with 
the method of determining 
a site first, then setting cri­ 
teria for it.

Backers of the Torrance

site maintain the site has 
been almost completely dis­ 
regarded by board president 
Charles Luckman. who head­ 
ed the selection committee, 
and by Dr. Clenn Dumke. 
chancellor of the state col­ 
lege system.

Power Play Charged
The two were accused by 

Torrance councilmen of a 
"power play" to locate the 
college on the peninsula. 
Torrance is more favorably 
located in the district the 
college would serve, and is 
preferred as a site by 05 per 
cent of the residents of the 
district, the councilmen said.

The county board of sup­ 
ervisors unanimously en­ 
dorsed Torrance as the site. 
Representatives of Redondo 
Beach, Rolling Hills. Man­ 
hattan Beach, Hawthorne. 
Gardena, Lawndale and El 
Segundo have also endorsed 
Torrance, as have numerous 
citizens' and Educators' 
groups.

A Torrance delegation will 
attend the two-day meeting 
tomorrow and Friday of the 
state college board, although 
the action on the site adop­ 
tion is tentatively scheduled 
for 2 p.m. Friday.

Police said Heaton admit­ 
ted the gun was register­ 
ed to him, but said the 
youth denied any part in 
the shooting. Heaton is 
held in county jail pend­ 
ing his court date. Rail 
was set at $5,250.

A 59-year-old Negro man 

was found shot and near 
death laj,e yesterday in a 
field just outside the Tory 
ranee city limits.

The victim. Chauncpy S. 
Mitchell. Avas rushed to Lit* 
le Company of Mary Hos­ 

pital, where doctors battled 
for his life all night. He was 
meonscious from the time 
lie Avas discovered and little 
chance Avas given for hii 
lurvival.

Mitchell Avas discovered 
about 5:30 p.m. by a laborer 
on his Avay home Avho cut 
across a path in the field 
just north of Sepulveda 
Boulevard and four blocks 
west of Palos Verdes Boule­ 
vard.

Lying on Bark
Mitchell was lying on his 

back. Torrance police. Avho 
Avere called to the scene, 
called an ambulance. Mitch­ 
ell was not identified until 
fi a.m. when a fingerprint 
check disclosed he had been 
arrested in 10GO for gam­ 
bling. An address in Los 
Angeles proA^ed to be no 
longer valid.

Actual spot where Mitch­ 
ell Avas found Avas about half 
a block inside the Redondo 
Beach city limits and about 
a mile and a half from the 
center of the Soutlrvvood 
tract, scene of racial picket­ 
ing and building tensions. 
Police pointed out that there 
Avas no evidence Avhatsoever 
to. Hnk Mitchell's shooting 
Avith any occurrences in the 
SoutliAvood area.

Mitchell was 5-11V& and 
weighed 220 pounds, police 
said. He had been shot in 
the back of the head.
